Ex-Governor Campbell Talks. 


From Ohio, ex-Governor Campbell had 
this to say, respecting the political situa- 
tion: “I think there are grave doubts 
about Cleveland being the candidate, We 
hear Palmer ang Gorman mentioned quite 
frequently. Either would carry New York, 
and there is some doubt about either Cleve- 
land or Hill doing so much. We hear 
Gray’s name incidentally, and, if tomi- 
nated, he would make a good candidate; 
but I hardly think he has the chance that 
Palmer and Gorman have. These are not 
only possibilities, but they are now recoy- 
nized probabilities. I think President 
Harrison will be the nomineé of the re 
ublican party, but there is a chance for 

cKinley as a dark horse; in fact, there 
is a good chance. Blaine is also highl 
respected in Ohio, and, if nomina 
would. receive a strong support, but no

“The fight in the republican ranks in 
Ohio may play havoe with their majority,” 
said ex-Lieutenant Governor Marquis. ‘{It 
is called the Foraker and Sherman fight, 
but, in reality, it is the administration’ and 
anti-administration fight.

PALMER [8 HAPPY, 


He Says the Action of the Springfield 
Convention Suite Him. 

Washington, April 28.—(Special.)\—Now 
that Illinois has formally launched the 
Palmer boom a great deal may be ex- 
pected to be heard of the grand old man 
of Illinois. The Cleveland people are 
greatly disappointed over the endorse- 
ment of Palmer by the Illinois state con- 
vention. They had expected that the 
delegation would not be “instructed, and 
made a hard fight to prevent it through 
William R. Morrison and his followers. . 

Undoubtedly Palmer, who has already 
demonstrated his ability to carry Illinois, 
will receive a great many scattering del- 
egates from the west. 

There is a strong Palmer feeling in 
Missouri, Arkansas, as well as some of 
the northwestern states An ois 
congressman who is a friend of Palmer, 
estimates that the Illinois senator will go 
into the national convention with at least 
100 delegates. It seems to be pretty well 
decided that Iowa will endorse and in- 
struct its delegates to support Govern- 
or Boies. If this is done, Boies will have 
fifty or more delegates. What Gray will 


have and what Senator Hill is sure of. at 


the present time will make much more 

than a third of the national convention; 

so that it would be impossible to nomnil- 

nate Mr. Cleveland on the first ballot, as 

Bie Stans thought they would be able 
0. 

Naturally then those of them enthusi- 
astically for him, like General Tracy, of. 
New York, are feeling very much dis- 
appointed. 

Senator Hill feels very happy over the 
recent turn of events and so expressed 
himself before taking his departure for 
New York. The anti-Cleveland e 
here believe that after the first ot 
Cleveland is bound to lose votes and that 
Senator Hill and the other candidates will 
gradually gain strength, and it will de- 
pend upon which has the greatest rect- 
perative powers as to who will be the 
person winning the nomination. If New 
York should go to Palmer after the sec- 
ond or third ballot, it would ‘certainly 
give him a great boom and he could be 
easily compromised upon by the suppott- 
ers of the other candidates. ig ©

The bone of contention was the 
chairmanship of the state executive com- 
mittee, and the contestants for this posi- 
tion were Dr. R. A. Mosely, Jr., who had 
held the place two terms; Nathan Alex- 
ander, colored, receiver of public mon- 
eys at Montgomery, and Bill Stevens, @ 
negro politician of celebrity, from Annis- 
ton. 

The anti-Moseky crowd claimed they 
had Mosely beaten and that Alexander 
would wear the coveted honor, but they 
say the fine Italian hand ofthe adminis- 
tration was brought to play in the fight, 
and last night District Attorney Parsons 
showed Alexander a letter from Secre- 
tary Noble, which stated that Alexander 


must relinquisli his office and: its com- | 
fortable salary’ or curb his aspirations. to | 


be chairman of the state republican exec- 


utive committee. The sight of this doc- | 


ument cooked Alexander’s goose, and the 
power at Washington having spoken he 
fell into line, and, with the office holders 
who were in the ranks of his supporters, 
attentte? the Mosely convention this 
morning, where, at the proper time, Alex- 
ander made a dashing speech declining to 
be a candidate for the chairmanship, 
alleging a desire for peace and harmony 


in the party. 


The Mosely Crowd. 

The Mosely convention which was call- 
ed to order in the state capitol, was the 
most decent body of republicans which 
ever assembled in Alabama. It was com- 
posed of about three hundred delegates, 
about one-half of whom were white men, 
and apparently men of means and posi- 


tion. ‘Everything went off as smoothly 
as possible,-every movement having been 
planned carefully_and every design was 
perfectly executed. The bosses sat where 
the chair was obliged to see them and 
business was dispatched in one, two, 
three order. The session consumed only 
three hours. Dr. R. A. Mosely, Jr., was 
re-elected chairman of ~~, nce ' 

¥. Noble, one o e Nobles o 
Pore sg auiaversas William H.. Smith, 
of Birmingham; Dr. C. N. Dorset, of Mont- 
gomery, and Rev. A. N. McEwen, of Mo- 
bile, were elected delegates to Minneapolis 
from the state at large. 

Of Darker Hue. 


The anti-Mosely crowd, led By Dick 
Austin, of Decatur, B. M. Long, of Jas- 
per, the last republican candidate for gov- 
ernor, and Alex Wilson, of Brmingham, 
secretary of the state executive committee, 
met in the county courthouse. This body 
was composed of about one hundred and fif- 
ty, of whom twenty-five were white men. 
The noon session was an orderly one, but 
at the afternoon session the uproar broke 
loose and at times it was hard for the chair 
or anyone else to be heard above the din 
of forty or fifty excited and howling ne- 
groes, trying to talk at once. 

This convention elected B. M. Long, of 
Jasper; William Vaughan, of Birmingham; 
Rev. I. Dawson, of Eutaw, and ‘Herschel 
V. Cashin, of Decatur, as delegates to Min- 
neapolis for the state at large. oe 

William K. J. Stevens, a negro politician 
of Anniston, celebrated because he was one 
of Grant’s famous “306,” was __ elected 
chairman of the state executive commit- 
tee 


Both conventions endorsed the Harrison 
administration and each agreed that no 
state ticket should be put in the fleld. 

The national delegates at large are very 
evenly devided between the two races but 
the congressional delegates, acting with the 
Mosely wing, will make the delegation 
from this state 16 whites to 16 negroes. 

The Mosely wing nominated as electors 
for the state at large Dr. J. H. Houston, of 
Perry, and R. P. er, of Decatur, both 
white. The courthouse convention nomi- 
nated Alfred Boyd, of Birmingham, and Ar- 
thur Bingham, of Talladega. The first 
named is a negro. 

The anti-Mosely crowd will present the 
status of affairs in this state to the nation- 
al committee and seek recognition. 


, THEY MADE PEACE. 


Ohio EBepublicans Did Not Have the Ex- 
pected Row. 

Cleveland, O., April 28.—There was none 
of the expected contention in the republi- 
can state convention today. Harmony and 
prompt action prevailed from_the openin 
to: adjournment. McKinley, as permanent 
chairman, called the convention to order, 
amid a tremendous oytburst of applause and 
waving of handkerchiefs. The reference 
to the administration of President Harri- 
son brought out hearty applause, succeeded 
a few moments later by an éxtraordinary 
hurrah that shook the roof when the 
speaker gave utterances to the name of 
Secretary Blaine. The mention of Ohio's 
son, Secretary of ‘Treasurer Foster, by 
was also well re 


ceived. 

The reports of the committees on rules 
and the order of business, which were ex- 
pected to occasion a dispute, were adopted 
without opposition. The platform was 
adopted without a single negative voice. 
Nominations were then in order. A. Sher- 
man Turner was nominated as candidate 
for secretary of state on the first ballot, 
and was made unanimous, Judge William 
T. Sperear was unopposed as his own suc- 
tessor for one of two supreme court 
udgeships. The other went to J. F. Bur- 
ett on the first ballot, made unanimous.

“I have to state to this convention,” he 
began, “that Hon. Warner Miller has been 
unable to attend here and we wish to sub- 
stitute in his place Charles Snyder. Mr. 
Miller has, however, written me a letter 
which I ask the consent of this body. to 
have read by the secretary.” 

There were scattered cheers at the men- 
tion of Miller’s name and as Mr. Mills sat 
down Secretary Kenyon, with his mono- 
tone voice that may be heard the distance 
of several city blocks, began reading the 
letter. When the call of the roll was com- 
pleted, Mr. Brookfield, in behalf of the 
state committee, presented to the convention 
the name of William A. Sutherland, of 
Rochester, as temporary chairman. He 
addressed the body. 

When Chairman Sutherland reached these 
words in his -speech, “Splendid achieve- 
ments of the present national government,” 
there came to him the first extended 
applause that had greeted his address. But 
when a moment later the speaker’ referred 
to “the wisdom of the brilliant secretary 
of state,” there arose a tumult to, which 
the applause for Harrison séemed ‘but a 
preliminary murmur. The impulse arose 
and arose again and ringing cheers were 
the expression of it. At the conclusion of 
Sutherland’s speech the usual committees 
were appointed and the convention took a 
recess until 3 o'clock. 

Whitelaw Reed Speaks. 


The convention reassembled promptly at 
3 o’clock and the committee on permanent 
organizations reported the name of White 
law Reed for ermanent chairman. The 
mention of Reed’s name was greeted with 
a storm of applause and he was chosen 
without a dissenting voice. 

On taking the chair Mr. Reed, after 
acknowledging his gratitude for the compli- 
ment paid him, spoke at considerable 
length upon political issues, both nation- 
al and state. When he referred to Presi- 
dent Harrison as that noble man sitting 
under his grandfather’s hat in the white 
house, the house rang with cheers and 
laughter. The allusion to the fact that 
the city and country at times pulled as a 
balky team, was greeted with hea laugh- 
ter but when in the next sentence ae. Reed 
said that such was the cause by which oc- 
casionally such Ae games and chivalric lead- 
ers as Fassett fall by the way, handerchiefs 
of hundreds flashed into the air and the 
scene of the morning was repeated.

TWO GIRLS WERE. THE VICTIMS. 


There Were Two Assailants, but 
Only One Was Identified. 


THE. PURSUIT OF A DETECTIVE. 


He Would Not Give Up His Prison- 
ers and Was Shot by 
the Mob. 


Nashville, Tenn., April 28.—(Special.)— 
One of the most diabolical crimes known 
in the history of Davidson county, was 
committed last night near Goodlettsville, 
twelve miles north of here. Mrs. Lee 
Bruce, a widow with three daughters, 
Misses Mollie and Sadie Bruce, aged res- 
pectively twenty and fifteen years. most 
estimable young ladies, were criminally 
assaulted by two negro fiends, one of 
whom is now dangling from the end of a 
rope.

the window, not getting near enough 
to be clearly seen. They then went 
away, but in a few minutes returned 
and breaking in the rear door, entered 
the house. They presented pistols and 
compelled the Bruce girls to go into 
another room with them, first putting out 
the light. The girls were then assaulted. 


younger succeeded in resisting. The 
brutes then left and one of the women 
went to a neighbors and awoke them. 
In a short time the whole country was 
aroused. A search of the room revealed 
a paper which had been snatched from 
the pocket of one of the-brutes and on it 


was Henry Grizzard’s name. He was 


arrested and taken before the girls. The

shoes fitting tracks around the house. 
He at first denied his guilt, but broke 
down and confessed. 

A mob immediately demanded his sur- 
render by Sheriff Hill and being alone 
that officer gave him up.. Grizzard was 
taken to the scene of his crime and strung 
up toatree. This card was pinned upon 
his body: “Death ® any one who cuts 
this body down before 12 o’clock to 
night.” In his confession Grizzard im- 
plicated Mack Harper as his companion, 
and he was soon in custody. A rope 
was put around his neck* and he was 
about to be hanged when as a precau- 
tion he was taken to the girls for identi- 
fication. They failed, however, to fully 
identify him, and he was not hanged. 

Detective Morton, of the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad, had two prisoners in 
custody and tried to drive to Edgefield 
Junction to bring them to Nashville. The 
mob saw them and gave chase. Refusing 
to halt they fired and Morton received 
four buckshot in the neck. He was not 
fatally injured. None of the other men 
were identified, but as they had been in 
the fishing party Eph and John Grizzard, 
Mack Harper and Maxwell Jones were 
brought here and jailed. The mob has 
warned about fifty negroes in the com- 
munity to make themselves scarce, and 
they are moving out.

People ask how much this man left, and 
a New York Bohemian answers the ques- 
tion—“he left all he had.” 

It must be humiliating to these money 
kings to think that perhaps only a day or 
an hour stands between them and utter 
poverty—that they may be suddenly sum- 
moned to another sphere to begin a new 
life, without a single one of the advant- 
ages which made them so powerful and 
comfortable in this life. 

But this is the end of it all. Our Sun- 
day article mentioned the Astors, Goulds, 
‘Rockefellers, Vanderbilts, Archbolds and 
Sages. And the very next day William 
Astor’s name had to be erased from the 
list! 

Why not make a note of the names, 
and see how soon their owners follow 
‘Astor? ‘They are today able to buy or 
control states—they are worth their 
weight in diamonds—but where will they 
be and what will they be worth in a few 
years, a few days or possibly a few 
hours? 

This is a very commonplace train of 
thought, but it is worth our attention. 
If men thought more seriously and sensi- 
bly on this line there would be less greed 
in the world, and less antagonism be- 
tween the rich and the ‘poor.

There fs no one authorized 
to say to them that they shall proceed to 
gather up their possessions, large or 
small, and embark to Africa. ‘Were such 
a deportation possible it would take place 
as the result of a desire on the part of the 
negro to return to the homes of their an- 
cestors, and not as the solution of any 
problem, real or imaginary. It may take 
place, but it will have to be inaugurated 
and carried out by the negroes them- 
selves. When this occurs thesamovement 
will not attract more than passing atten- 
tion. It will take place gradually and 


on the part of the negroes to better their 
condition, 

As the solution of any problem, it is as 
idle to talk about the deportation of the 
southern negroes as it is to survey a spi- 
der-web route to the moon. There is 
more substance in a dream, There are 


can spare the negroes. and their labor, 
but it is only in an argument they can be 
spared. _A few years ago the great state 
of Georgia rose up to protect its agricul- 
tural interests against the wiles of south- 
western immigration agents who. were 
enticing negro labor away. This and the 
attitude of South Carolina toward the 
same class of labor agents, show what 
the real policy of the south is when an 
effort is made to weaken its labor supply. 

The efforts which haye aroused such 
emphatic protests were directed merely 
to transferring labor from one part of the 
south to another. A serious effort to car- 
ry out the plan of deportation advocated 
by the editor of The News and Courier 
would be promptly put down. 

There is no problem so serious or so im- 
portant as the labor problem. To strip 
‘the south of its negro laborers «vould be 
in the nature of a reyolution which would 
bring ruin to a great many j@erests @nd 
embarrass all. The idea may be dis- 


ticable to discuss seriously. 

The negro problem is not by any means 
@ pressing one. It is a problem or no 
problem according as.the south is sub- 
ject to or free from alien political pres- 
sure. We can tee emp of the nefro 
problem better than we can suffer the 
destruction of our labor system. 


The Free Coinage Movement. 


As The Constitution predicted, the bold 
attempt on the part of the Wall street 
influence to shelve the silver question 
has only made it more important and 
pressing. It has placed a dangerous strain 
on the pafty in the south, where the 
Farmers’ Alliance is powerful, and has 
created a tremendous rumpus in the west.

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BEAT HIS SDN TO DEATH. 


A Negro Confesses to a Horrible Crime in 
Court. 

Aiken, S. C., April 28.—(Special.)—Adam 
Johnson, a colored ne Laas for the 
murder of his fifteen-year-old lad, has at 
last confessed his guilt. The details of 
the crime, as related by_himself, are shock- 
ing to the last degree. Johnson has the air 
of a depraved culprit. 

On the 27th of last May he whipped to 
death his only child for having stolen 
20 cents. Johnson, on his arraignment, 

leaded guilty to manslaughter, which he 

ad a right to do under the statute, for he 

claims that he had no intention of beating 
his son to death. Had he gone to trial 
without a resipiscence of the crime it is 
probable that he would have been convict- 
ed of murder in the first degree. In which 
instance he would have lost the practical 
use of his neck instead of being favored 
with a sentence of twelve years imprison- 
ment at hard labor. 

Nothing would ever have been known 
of the crime had it not been for a singular 
accident. On the 23d of last July, while 
some boys were out rabbit hunting on land 
belonging to Mr. Delevaw Yates, their 
dogs scratched up a skull and the remains 
of a body that had been buried in an old 
sack. The body was supposed to be that 
of Matthew Johnson, and suspicion pointed 
to his father as the murderer. 

The evidence at the inquest was so con- 
vincing that the coroner’s jury brought 
out the verdict that the deceased came to 
his death at the hands of Adam Johnson, 
the boy’s father. 

Johnson for a long time tried to hold up 
his courage but at last it gave way and he 
confessed everything. After telling all the 
details of the killing, he continued: “I 
went out in the yard and got a sack and put 

in it and started for the cemetery. I 
got as far as the Cumberland Gap railroad 
and, fearing lest someone should see me 
as I passed through, I took down the rail- 
road and turned into the woods where I 
dug a hole and put the body in it. I was so 
frightened I did. not make the hole very 
deep. When I got back home day was 
breaking. For several days I was so wor- 
ried I could do nothing. I could think of 
nothing but what I had done.” At this 
juncture of his speech a quiver was per- 
ceptible in his voice, and tears began to 
run down his cheeks. His feelings over- 
powered him and he could talk no fur- 
ther, save now and then he would exclaim 
in a most anguishing way, ‘My d! my 
God! if my child could only come back 
to me!”’ 

The judge has sentenced him to twelve 
years at hard labor in the state penitenti- 
ary.

PLENTY OF GOLD, 


The Miners Are Taking Out Ore in Pay 
ing Quantities. 


Dahlonega, Ga., April 28.—(Special.)— 
In mining circles everything seems to be 
looking up. . 

Two important vein discoveries have been 
recently made—one on Colonel Boyd’s prop- 
erty, where the ore pays $50 to the ton, and 
the other on the Hand & Barlow property, 
going at $70 per ton.

Atlanta’s New Road Must Stay Out for a 
While Longer. 


THE SUPREME COURTS DECISION. 


Judge Marshall Clarke’s Ruling in the Case 
of the Georgia, Carolina and! North- 
ern W ill Hold Good. 


Atianta’s new road, the Georgia, Caro- 
fina and Northern will have to knock a 
little while longer at the walls of the 
Gate City of the south before being al- 
lowed to enter. 

The supreme court has decided not to 
{interfere with the decision of the lower 
court which prevents the new railroad 
from coming into the city ,over the 
Georgia railroad's property. 

This decision of the supreme court was 
rendered yesterday. 

The court renders a very vague decis- 
fon as to the issues of general interest, 
end simply disposes of the question by 
holding that Judge Clarke did not err in 
granting a temporary injunction restrain- 
ing the Georgia, Carolina and Northern 
from condemning the right of Way of the 
Georgia railroad in order to enter the 
pity. 

No reasons are given for the decision. 

It is left uncertain and very vague as to 
whether the court held that the charter of 
the Georgia, Carolina and Northern was 
unconstitutional or whether simply that 
the company has no power to condemn 
the right of way. 

A Brief History of the Case. 

When the Georgia, Carolina and North- 
ern came to the outskirts of the city the 
company attempted to condemn a strip of 
land belonging to the Georgia railroad in 
order to get into the central portions of 
Atlanta. 

The Georgia road instituted an-injunc- 
tion against the Georgia, Carolina and 
Northern temporarily to prevent such a 
course. The case went into the courts, 
and Judge Marshall J. Clarke decided 


that not sufficient evidence was given to | 


establish the necessity of the Georgia, 
Carolina and Northern’s condemning the 
property of another railroad to get into 
Atlanta, rather than working its way 
through the city’s streets on éome other 


route. 

The new road took the case to the su- 
preme court, where it has been lodged 
more than a month. 3 

The decision yesterday doesn’t chan 
matters, and Judge Clarke’s ruling will 
continue to keep the new road out fof-the 
city of Atlanta until the case comes up 
regularly before a jury and goes through 
the process of a regular trial. It must 
be known that the petition is only for a 
temporary injunction, until the case 
comes up in the regular place on the 
docket. 

The counsel for the Georgia, Carolina 
and Northern say it will only be a ques- 
tion of time before the new road will get 
a right of way through the property in 
question. Meantime, the roaddhas made 
arrangements for handling its passenger 


- and freight traffic speedily and safely on 


the outskirts of the city. ; 
The Question of Constitutionality. 

The question of constitutionality of the 
charter in the case is no small issue. 

When it is taken into consideration that 
a dozen of the state’s most prosperous 
and longest young railroads have secured 
their charters by special act of the legis- 
lature as did the Georgia, Carolina and 
Northern, it can be seen how disastrous 
would have been the results if the su- 
preme court had held that a charter ob- 
tained in this way is unconstitutional.

About the Southern Baptist Female 
College. 


History of Contributions to Southern Fe- 
male College—A Final Statement 
irom Professor Cox. 


@ixtract from The LaGrange Reporter. 

Now that the discussion of the question 
of removal of the college is settled, lL trust 
that the institution may rest in peace. Con- 
cluding the matter, 1 should like to set forth 
pleasantly certain facts in answer to various 
questions that have been raised. The card 
of Messrs. C. B. Willingham, Henry Mc- 
Donald, A. D. Freeman, E. W. Warren 
and others, while speaking of the utmost 
fairness and generosity, of the institution 
and entirely exonerating it, did not give the 
history of the transactions. 
may be ermitted to speak this 
once, as I te not hitherto spoken in 
the case, through the press. } 

Concerning the trust funds raised prior 
to the war, the minutes of the Western 
Baptist Association, in the possession of 
Captain A. B. Cates, of Newnan, the clerk, 

ive a full account. Milton E. Bacon 
ounded the college as a private enterprise 

843. Several years afterward he of- 
fered to sell the association a one-half in- 
terest. ‘ine association raised $6,250, and 
in minutes of 1857 Mr. Bacon presented 
to it $1,250; thus the association obtained 
one-half interest in the college. 

In 1855 Mr. Bacon sold his half to Messrs. 
Foster and Brooks, and in 1857 they sold 
it to l. F. Cox, but the last payments made 
by Mr. Cox were to Mr. Bacon. so the 
institution has virtually been under the con- 
trol of the family for fifty years, and near- 
ly all of the time, as I shall show, it has 
been in their possession. Jour children of 
Mr. Cox and three of Mr. Bacon are now 
interested and engaged in the college. 

Near the close of the war, 1863, the 
buildings were accidentally burned while 
used as a confederate hospital. Before 
the government could make recompense it 
dissolved, and not a cent was paid. Some 
money was paid by an insurance company, 
however, and one-half of the amount was 
turned over to the treasurer representing 
the association, for which sum the minutes 
of the association show an acknowledge- 
ment. The association authorized Mr. Cox 
to sell the college land, which he did for 
$1,450, of avhich $725 represented their 
share. Meanwhile . Cox had purchased 
with his own means and in his own name 
the present site of the college, and had begun 
to erect the school building on the north 
side of the lot. The association voted to 
contribute their $725 to go into this build- 
ing. At the next meeting of the associa- 
tion, when some members of the body com- 

lained that the gift was to a private en- 

rprise, Mr. Cox offered to give three schol- 
arships in consideration of the donation, 
and this was accepted. These and other 
scholarships were continued until the asso- 
ciation was paid many times over, and it 
seemed satisfied. Subsequently, the asso- 
ciation not only disclaimed any interest in 
the college

The foregoing facts and others in this di- 
rection are recorded in the minutes of the 
association. 

Concerning the fund contributed toward 
the erection of the chapel I first quote from 
The LaGrange Reporter, June 4, 1877: 

“The recent urgent and flattering call of 
President I. F. Cox to the presidency of 
Judson Female college, at Marion, Ala., has 
awukened his friends and the people gener- 
ally to the fact that there is danger of losing 
him. And with the possibility of losing 
him came a higher appreciation of his value 
as a citizen and educator. Moreover, the 
college has been built by Mr. Cox, is his 
private property, and hence its destiny, in 
case of his removal, is uncertain. 

“Mr. President Cox is too valuable a

identified with LaGrange too long, and done 
too much good for us to spare him. ‘The 
Southern Female college must be enlarged 
and built upon a scale proportionate to the 
demands of the Baptist public. Every citi- 
zen and every property holder is interested 
in the success of this movement, and we 
most earnestly hope that no one will refuse 
to subscribe when the paper is presented.”’ 


The sum raised for the chapel by individ-* 


ual subscriptions of the citizens was $2,500, 
s0 Major Abraham informs me, but not one- 
half the cost of the building, and my father 
agreed that the chapel should be kept per- 
manently for educational purposes. ‘or 
this generous gift we have made grateful 
acknowledgement in catalogue, souvenir, 
papers, as well as by word and mouth. This 
donation, together with private help in the 
erection of the school building has enabled 
us to give the town, since 1878, the year the 
chapel was erected, over thirteen thousand 
dollars of free tuition, besides scholarships 
over the state. This estimate does not in- 
elude uncollected tuition, charged upon .the 
books, but pure donations. ‘These deduc- 
tions were in no case made to secure pu- 
ils, but when a scholar applied never 
as she been turned away from the literary 
department for lack of means. Before the 
discussion arose over our removal, and be- 
fore there was an intimation that there 
would be a claim or demand made upon 
any of the property, I volunteered, in case 
of removal of the college, and we were una- 
ble to dispose of the property for education- 
al purposes, as we had been advertising— 
I volunteered to return the chapel fund as 
well as contributions to the library and 
museum. 

President I. F,. Cox and the community 
evidently regarded the college private prop- 
erty, because he bequeathed it as such, and 
the will was so probated. 

When we offered to sell the property to the 
town at a heavy discount, and besides re- 
turn any contributions I was told: ‘“We 
do not want the property; we wish to keep 
you. 

I scarcely need add that no articles through 
the press have influenced in the least, one 
why or the other, our decision about the 
future home of the college. Our conclu- 
gion to await the privileged five years for 
removal we reached by our own choice and 
judgment, assisted by the advice of friends 
from various parts of the state during the 
late Baptist convention. 

The agreement with the Manchester com- 
pany was mutually end pleasantly dissolv- 
ed. Our relations with the gentlemen con- 
tinue cordial. 

The agitation of the removal of the col- 
Jege has not interfered with the patronage 
and work of the institution. There are 
the college home 163 boarders. Respect-
